Once there was ® farmer who 
raised corn, and a man who raised 
hens but no corn. The hens said 
“no corn no eggs.”” So the man 
agreed to work for the farmer one 


day a week for $5a day. And the 
farmer agreed to sell corn to the 
man for $1 a bushel. 

They paid each other off every 
time with the “long green.” The 
farmer paid the man $5 and the 
man paid the $5 back to the 
farmer for the five bushels of 
corn which he wheeled home in 
his wheel-barrow. After a while, 
the man said to the farmer, 
“Everything’s gone up, and I re- 
gret intensely to inform you that 
I can’t work for less than $6 a 
day.” 

The farmer said, “I understand. 
But you must understand that 
everything's going up with me 
too, and I regret intensely to in- 
form you that I can’t sell you my 
corn for less than $1.20 a bushel.” 
The man said he understood, So 
the man got $6 a day and at $1.20 
a bushel paid the farmer the $6 
for five bushels.of corn. Both 
of them said, “Happy days are 
here again.”

ROUMANIA VS. {UKRAINE 


Prince Soutzo, guest speaker 
at the Wilingdon Master Farm 
Family banquet, apparently took 
for granted he was speaking to a 
gathering principally made up of 
fellow Roumanian countrymen. 
He should know that most of his 
hearers were Ukrainians born in 
Roumania, in his province of 
Bukovina. In any case, the false 
impression of this province and its 


700,000 Ukrainian population 
should be corrected. 
Bukovina, a province of Uk- 


raine, was for a number of years 
occupied by the neighboring coun- 
tries, but never were its liberties 
more suppressed than at the close 
of World War I. when it became 
oecupied by Roumania. 

Like many other Ukrainian 
fellowmen who were born in 
Bukovina and who had enjoyed 
life in their province up to the 
time of the Roumanian occupa- 
tion, I emigrated to Canada to 
escape the mistreatment of Rou- 
manian rule. 

Community leaders, teachers 
and clergymen and other active 
people were arrested and kept in 
jail without trial. Mock political 
trials were set up. People were 
forbidden to speak their native 
Ukrainian language or to attend 
their Church services. There was 
no freedom of speech/of worship, 
or of the press under Roumanian 
dictatorship. It was an era when 
personal liberties were suppressed

Compared To Eastern Counterparts 


WINNIPEG, Man.—(BUP)—Western Canada took’ a 
back seat to its Eastern counterparts today — and liked it. 
While reports were rife that the Government would reduce 
the high taxes on ‘cigarettes’ this ‘spring, police’ across. the 
Prairie provinces reported that westerners who deal in 
smuggled American cigarettes, are small time chislers com- 


pared to eastern operators. 

They say the western smoke- 
leggers are few in number and 
that the illegal traffic is confined 
to ordinary persons who bring 
over a “few extra packs” for their 
own use. 

Police, however, admitted there 
were a few who are in the business 
making a few dollars as a side- 
line, These types; said one offi- 
cial, are-persons whose business 
often take them. back and forth 
across the border. 

In the east, and particularly in 
Montreal, city and Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police have a bigger 
problem: Smuggled American 
cigarettes in Canada’s largest city 
has beeome a wide-open business 
and policé say many smokers in 
the city have switched to U.S.
